SUN SPOTS OBSERVED. 

In fact, the phenomena of the day- 
light hours of yesterday were far the 
more interesting. During the afternoon 
sun spots were observed in varying 
numbers about the same hour from 
five western observatories, but the as- 
tronomers who recorded them were ai- 
most unanimous in the belief that 
these disturbances of the soler atmos- 
phere had nothing to do with the ap- 
proach of the comet and were merely | 
coincidenta).

Louis, of which the largest was esti- 


mated to be 150.000 miles across; two 
from San José, Cal., with thirteen sur-

None of the eastern observatories 
had anything of note to report either 
during the day or the night. Here and 
at Williams Bay, Wis., where ig the 
great Yerkes telescope, the conditions 
for observations seemed the best, and 
the astronomers were confident the 
negative as well as the positive results 
of their examination would be of .

Friday the comet will become visible 
again, headed away from us with the 
tail sticking straight up out of the 
western sky, a little above the spot 
where the sun sinks. There will then 
be no light from the rising sun to dim 
the glory of the spectacle, and it is 
likely to be far more majestic than in 
the stages of the approach.

ANXIOUS FOR END. 

Many of them are anxious to dis- 
pose of the bill and are willing to 
resort to any proper means to hasten 
its passage. The Democratic confer- 
ence was attended by about a dozen 
of the Democratic lawyers. After con- 
sidering propositions advanced by the 
Republican regular, they decided to 
submit their views to thelr colleagues 
in time to consider any suggestion 
that may be made at tomorrow's ses 
sion, looking to the fixing of a day 
for a final vote on the bill.

COAST HOLDS 
FIRST PLACE. 


San Francisco Favored for 
Exposition Site. 


| Member of Committee Tells 


of Trip East. 


New Orleans Is Believed to Be 
Handicapped. 


“While press reports from Wash- 
ington indicate that New Orleans will 
make a stubborn fignt for the Interna- 
tional Panama Exposition, I believe 
San Francisco will receive the indorse- 
ment of the Federal government,” gaid 
Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, last night. 

He returned yesterday from a three 
weeks’ trip with members of the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition Committee. 
Taney visited the Capitol, and inter- 
viewed Congressmen and Senators 
with regard to favorable action on be- 
half of San Francisco. The party was 
given every attention by the members 
of the California Congressional dele- 
gation. The President gave a dinner 
in honor of the Californians. The 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
devoted much time to hearing a care- 
ful. presentation of arguments in favor 
of San Francisco. 

“We left Washington confident that 
the California delegation will be abun- 
dantly able to look after the interests 
of the Panama-Pacific Exposition un- 
til tne question comes to a final vote,” 
said Zeehandelaar. “I think the ma- 
jority of those we talked with felt 
that San Francisco is the logical place 
for holding the big fair of 1915. The 
President said that if there is to be 
only one celebration, San Francisco is 
the city to hold it. He. also indicated 
that it might be well to nave two sep- 
arate celebrations, one on the Atlantic 
and one on the Pacific Coast. 

STRONG CARD PLAYED. 

“One of the strong arguments ad- 
vanced by members of our party was 
that the Panama Canal il be vis- 
ited by ships of every nation, and that 
nearly all will sail up to San Fran- 
cisco before: starting for home. The 
opening of the canal will be the signal 
for hundreds of excursions through 
tne new link between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. ‘The foreignera will 
be anxious, of course, to land on the 
Pacific Sade. San Francisco will 


be prepared to extend a royal welcome 


to all. Her harbor can gold the fleets 
of the world. : 
“Anotner point that seemed to make 
an impression was that San Francisco 
asks no financial aid from de gov- 
ernment. It was said that she made 


& success of her Midwinter Fair, and 


has proved time and time again her 
ability as a generous host, The whole 
world responded to her call for help 
when the city stagzered under the ter- 
tific blow in April, 1904 The city is 
now renabilitated. Her citizens are 
eager to show those who so generous- 
ly.came to her assistance what pluck 
and rseverance can accomplish.” 

Zeehandelaar said much stress was 
laid upon the proposition that the ex- 
position is not for San Francisco ajone 
but is to be representative of Califor- 
ria, and, indeed. of the whole Pacific 
Coast. 

“The solid West is behind the move- 
ment said ae. “As our special train 
swept over the divide and across the 
prairies, delegat ons met us at various 
cites. They declared their willingness 
to aid our cause. Chief executives 
came to bid us God-speed. Citizens 
enthusiastically shouted that they 
would send ringing messages to their 
Congressional representatives. These 
demonstrations indicated that the 
West is behind the undertaking. It 
gave the party renewed geal for tae 
work in Washington.” 

PLANNED IN ADVANCE, | 

The campaign was carefdlly planned 
in advance. While en route, a com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a 
statement of the case. This was 
printed and widely distributed. The 
prese in the East gave considerable 
space to the arrival of the Califor- 
nians. The booster#, about a score 
in number, reached Washington. May 
5. They were quartered at the New 
Willard Hotel and were given visit- 
ors’ cards to the exclusive Metropoli- 
tan Club. 

On the evening of their arrival, the 
committeemen conferred with mem- 
bers of the California delegation. The, 
plan was a simple one. It mainly con- 
sisted of dignified appeals to indi- 
vidual Congreasmen. Dividing into 
amall groups, the visitors discussed 
their purpose with various men of in- 
fluence and met representatives of 
the press. 
Zeehandelaar was much pleased 
at the cordiality in evidence at the 
dinner given the party at the Metro- 
politan Club, the night after the ar- 
rival. He said Speaker Cannon's ref- 
erence to Los Angeles as a “remark- 
able young giant,” was loudly ap- 
plauded. The Speaker also declared 
himself to be strongly in favor of San 
Francisco. Every Senator who &poke, 
was an advocate for that city’s recog- 
nition. Gov. Gillett was the main 
speaker for the committee. ö 

On the 7th inst., the party called 
upon the President, and he invited 
the members to a dinner at the White 
House the following week. At the 
close of that function he stated that 
two celebrations might be given in- 
dorsement, but if only one is to be 
held, he would recommend San Fran- 
cisco as the logical place in which to 
hold the Panama Exposition. 


MAKE STRONG IMPRESSION. 
“I am sure our representatives 


made a strong impresion upon the 


House Committee on Foreign Affairs.” 
continued Zeehandelaar. Gov., Gillett 
made an eloquent plea on behalf of 
San Francisco. He said: that the Pa- 
cific Coast is a unit in asking that the 
exposition be held in that city. He 
gave a splendid portrayal of the many 
advantages of this State and told of 
the charms of climate in a convinc- 
ing manner. M. H. DeYoung made a 
strong plea. He declared that it 
would be impossible to hold two ex- 
positions, as no foreign government 
would participate in two affairs held 
at the same time in the United States. 
William M. Gartand of this city made 
another forceful argument. He refer- 
red to Los Angeles in presenting his 
argument, a roused much enthisi- 
asm for this State.“ 

In summing up his impressions of 
the work accomplished at Washing- 
ton, Zeehandelaar declared that er. 


erything possible had been done to 


impress the fact that San Francisco 


Is the place in which to hold the ex- 
position. He said every argument 


was advanced that would carry 
weight, and personal pleas were made 


to Congressmen whose word has in- 


fluence. He said he did what he 
could to heip the cause and show that 


Los Angeles is loyally behind the 
great project. 

He believes the dignified appeal 
made by the Californians will do more 
towards getting government indorse- 
ment than any attempt to coerce the 
legislators. 

He said the fact that New Orleans 


is still debtor to the goernment for 


$1,650,000 fdr its fair of 1884. will mil- 
itate against that city’s chance. When 
New Orleans gave its unfortunate fair, 
the goernment ‘loaned it $1,000,000. At 
the close of the exposition. there was 
no money to provide medals and pre- 
miums for foreign exhibitors. To pre- 
serve the credit of the United States, 
a special appropriation of $650,000 was 
voted to provide for these exfras. It 
was understood that both sums would 
be repaid. Nothing has ever been 
done in the matter.

GOOD SAMARITAN INSTITUTION 
FIGURES AGAIN.

Death Certificate on Man Who Dies 
There After Having Been Kept Un- 
der Anesthetic for Hours le Re- 
fused by Health Department, and 
Investigation Conducted. 


For the second time within a week, 
Coroner Hartwell was called upon yes- 
terday to straighten out a report on 
a death at the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital. An inquest over the remains of 
Mrs. Edward Shopbell, Tuesday after- 
noon, was the first instance. Yester- 
day it was the death of Charles I. 
Williams. 

The Williams case shows plainly the 
necessity of an ordinance compelling 
hospitals to file reports of all accident 
cases with the police. Williams was a 
plumber, 50 years of age, and lived at 
No. 954 West Seventh street. Tuesday 
morning he went to Gardena to work 
and while there was terribly injure? 
He undertook to open an did gasolire 
tank with a cold chisel. A spark from 
the chisel shot into the gas-filled re- 
ceptacie and a terrific explosion fol- 


loved. Williams was terribly shocked 


and his left foot was mangled. 
He was brought to Los Angeles and 
at the request of his daughter, Mable 


Williams, was removed to the Good 
Samaritan Hospital and Dr. F. E. 
Young was summoned. Dr. Young 


called a consultation at once. When 
he reached the hospital the ‘injured 
man was under an anesthetic and al- 
though in a weakened condition, was 
kept under ether for two hours. 

At I o'clock the anesthetic was with- 
drawn but the patient did not recover 
consciousness. His left foot had not 
been amputated, as was at first su 
posed necessary. The man's extremely 
weak; condition forbade liberties and 
the injured foot was dressed and 
more favorable opportunity awaited. 
He sank rapidly and died shortly after 
4 o'clock. 

When Dr. Young made out the cer- 
tificate he simply stated that death 
resulted from s k from an accident. 
The health department, in view of the 
Shopbell case and the investigation 
found netessary there, refused to ar- 
cept the certificate and recommended 
that the Coroner pass upon the case. 
An investigation was conducted and 


the details of the accident were brought 
light. 


Dr. Peter C. H. Pahl, manager of the 
hospital, administered the anesthetic, 
according to the statement of Dr. 
Young. 

“Willlams was under the influence of 
the anesthetic when I reached the 
Samaritan Hospital, said Dr. Young. 
yesterday. “He had been hurried tc 
the operating room as soon as he ar- 
rived and Dr. Pahl administered ether. 
I did not know whether the patient 
was strong enough to withstand the 
and shock of amputation and did not 
take a chance, but merely encased the 
injured foot in a fracture box and de- 
cided to await developments. The pa- 
tient, however, was very weak and be- 
gan to sink rapidly. although the an- 
esthetic had been withdrawn. He died 
a short time later. 

It is stated by health department of- 
ficials that in view of the recent ir- 
regularities in reports, that more com- 
plete and thorough records will have to 
be filed in the future.

OMEN JOIN TO 


PUNISH HUGHES 
MAN LOVES TOO OFTEN, BUT NOT 
WELL ENOUGH. 
— -— 
Two Alleged. Victims of His Win- 
ning Ways Weep in Courtroom 


While Telling How They Were 
Wooed and Won—Prischer Sits Un- 
concerned and ig Held for Trial. 


Two of the three wives Thomas 
Hughes has encumbered himself with 
sat in Justice Chambers s court yester- 
day morning and sobbed, while the 
youthful heartbreaker sat unmoved in 
the prisoner’g dock facing preliminary 
examination on a charge of bigamy... 

Hughes is not 30 years of age, but 
according to the charges against him 
he has loved too often but not well. 
He is alleged to have entered his 
marrying career some years ago. His 
first wife got a divorce. Wife No. 2, 
so called, entered the bonds in Port- 
land about two years ago and wife 
No. 3 joined the procession in Los An- 
geles several weeks ago. The (first 
wife's divorce was regular but the 
man's headlong career was halted 
when his second wife heard of his 
third marriage and swore out a war- 
rant charging bigamy. 

Hughes is of medium height and 
rather slim build. He is not handsome, 
but on the contrary is rather piain. 

The preiiminary. examination was 
short yesterday morning. Hughes 
watched his second wife take the 
stand. She was dressed ina white 
waist, light, neat-fitting skirt, 


a White hat with heavy white veil, and 


black shoes. She has light golden hair 
and big blue eyes. She hardly looked 
toward her husband and told her story 
as rapidly as possible. She said she 
met Hughes in Portland and they were 
married in a cathedral there, Febru- 
ary 20, 1908. Hughes left her a short 
time later and she heard nothing more 
of him until she read a dispatch from 
Los Angeles telling of his marriage 
here to another woman. 

She said that her name was Clara 
Kuper before her marriage and that 
she was 20 years of age at the time of 
the wedding. She became hysterica! 
after leaving the stand and der tears 
mingled with those of the wife No. 
3, a Los Angeles girl, who was Cora 
Beck of No. 1620 West Second atreet. 

The Los Angeles woman testified 
that she met Hughes upon his arrival 
in Los Angeles and that he courted 
her for three weeks. They were mar- 
ried on April 16 and the next day 
Hughes after imbiding too freely of 
liquor, disappeared. It was thought he 
had met with trouble from men whose 
arrest he had caused and a search 
was made for him. He returned a 
week or so later, made an excuse to 
the woman for his absence, and left 
Los Angeles, changing his name and 
getting work in San Pedro. He was 
living there with her at the time of 
his arrest on the bigamy charge. 
Justice Chamber, after hearing the 
testimony of the women, who seemed 
to have united their efforts to secure 
the punishment of Hughes, held 
Hughes to answer in the Superior 
Court and fixed his ball at $2000. 
Hughes was unable to furnish this 
sum and was sent to the County Jail 
to await trial.

UTS FOR THE SCIENTIFIC. 

All the world these days is wondering what 
the comet is. The scientific people are trying very 
hard to find out something about it. Let us pro- 
pound, as humble laymen, a few nuts for the 
astronomers to crack, 

One of the disputes among these learned gentle- 
men is as to the constitution of the nucleus of the 
comet. Some of them are in doubt as to whether 
it is a solid body or a mere aggregation of very 
attenuated gas. 

Here is our first nut. The diameter of the comet 
is about twenty-five times that of the earth. The 
volumes of bodies are to one another as the cube 
of their diameters. Therefore Halley's comet is 
about 15,000 times the bulk of the earth. Its dis- 
tance from the earth is only about one-sixth the 
distance to the sun. If the body of the comet is at 
all solid, or even a gas of any considerable density, 
why is it that by the law of attraction the earth 
swings undisturbed in its orbit, uninfluenced by the 


the great bulk would seem to indicate that it would 
draw the earth entirely out of its course. 
body were ‘solid and exceedingly light, then by a 
parity of reasoning the earth would appear to be 
likely to draw the wanderer out of his erratic course 
and absorb him. Supposing the nucleus of the 
comet is a gas. Reasoning along this same line of 
thought, it must be @ very attenuated gas or there 
would be some disturhance of the orbit of either 
the earth or of the comet. If it were as dense as 
the of the earth, the total weight would 
be almost beyond the reach of the imagination. The 
earth’s atmosphere exercises a pressure of fifteen 
pounds on each equare inch, and if you compute 
the surface of a globe with the diameter of 8000 
miles, in inches, and multiply that by thirty, you 
will get a stupendous weight. As the comet is 15,000 
times the bulk of the earth, were it all composed of 
a gas as dense as the earth’s atmosphere it would 
be 15,000, times the weight of our globe. It seems 
to us that without any observation of the transit 
of the comet across the sun the conclusion is that 
it must be composed of very attenuated gas, and 
e may write at the end of this disquisition 
. E. D. 

A second question for the scientific to dwell upon 
and answer if they can is: If the planet’s tail is 
composed of a very attenuated gas and We have 
pasted through an immense volume of it, has not 
the earth’s atmosphere absorbed a good deal of this 
gas? In other words, will not our globe curtail 
Prof. Halley's comet? Or has it not curtailed it 
already? Science teaches us that you can pour a 
vessel full of a gas heavier than our atmosphere 
until, pressing all the air out of the vessel, it be- 
comes filled with the gas to the point of running 
over. You can také a second gas, of a lighter spe- 
cific gravity, and pour it into this vessel as if it 
were empty, without making the first gas run out, 
and yet the vessel will hold about as much of the sec- 
ond gas as if it were poured into a vacuum. You 
cah go on with this with the third, fourth and fifth 
gases, so that you can pour theoretically an infinite 
number of gases into the same vessel, provided 
they are not all of the same weight, without over- 
flowing. 

Now, if the comet’s tail be composed of these 
attenuated gases and it has come into contact with 
our atmosphere in its upper very thin strata, why 
has not this intermingling of gases, that experience 
teaches us takes place on the earth, taken place in 
the passage of the earth through the tail of the 
comet? 


N SEARCH OF HAPPINESS.

In a recent interview she voiced the following sen- 
timent: “We must do the things that bring us the 
most happiness, for in proportion as we are happy 
will be our usefulness to others and to ourselves.” 

See! In the desert the man dying of thirst sees 
with fascinated eyes the mirage. His parched 
throat aches and his swollen tongue protrudes. The 
sight holds him in thrall and he makes one more 
effort to reach the pictured waterfall or lake, only 
to find it one of nature’s delusions, Men and women 
readily find excuse to violate the most sacred vows 
and obligations in the statement that they are in 
search of happiness. The same philosophy as that 
expressed Miss Harned actuates them. Be ye 
sure that is no man that steals, no woman 
that sins, no girl that falls, who lacks justification, 
if the simple desire to do what one thinks will 
bring happiness is to be rded as the moral test. 
Like the mirage, it is all a delusion; these viola- 
tions do not bring happiness. Miss Harned may 
have meant what she said. She may not realize 
now, but she will, that it is a poor way to search 
for happiness. It is a philosophical excuse which 
is well calculated to explain the commission of any 
offense. It sounds well, but it is shallow after all, 
because it is not justifiable in the long run.

Generally speaking, 
we may be a little more just-minded, a little less 
bloodthirsty, than was the Commune in Paris dur- 
ing the Reign of Terror, but we cannot forget that 
in New York, Chicago and San Francisco, and 


nearly every other large city in the country, there 


is an element of our population just as brutish, just 
to break out in 
rapine and murder, as those who caused the streets 
of Paris to run blood 120 years ago. 

While human nature remains as it is we shall 
have personal disputes—and that will be until men 
cease to be men and become angels. Nations are 
but tions of individuals, and the same 
spirit of violence that prompte encounters between 
individuals makes international peace always pre 
carious. Until the nations come together and con- 
sent to a system of international law by which all 
disputes shall be settled, it will not do to crush out 
the warlike spirit or to make the desire of military 
fame a subject of condemnation, a disgrace to its 
and a crime in the eyes of mankind.

F THE EARTH EARTHY. 

How true the saying of Dr. Charles E. Eliot, 
president emeritus of Harvard University, when he 
warned the people of the country that the corrupt- 
ing influences of love of wealth and power are endan- 
geting the foundations of our most important na- 
tional institutions and destroying the aspirations of 
man's higher nature. 94 

It has been natural that Americans should have 
become possessed by a love of material things and 
perhaps obsessed by the acquisition of them. The 
temptation was never Freater to any people. The 
continent lay before them to be taken up, subdued, 
made productive. There were so few to enter in 
and possess the vast lands, while the opportunities 
to acquire wealth were so many and great that it 
‘would have required angelic, not human, natures to 
have entirely resistéd the temptation. 

We must not forget that this desire to acquire 
wealth has not been entirely a bad thing. But for 
that strong desire the development of the country 
would have been much less rapid, and today the 
United States would be a much less powerful nation 
than it is. Nor is the ion of wealth in itself 
a thing to be decried. Whatever there is good in a 
man may be ‘multiplied in due proportion to the 
material wealth he poseesses. It gives him an op- 
portunity to gratify his impulses, and if his dis- 
position is to help his less fortunate or fess suc- 
cessful fellow men he can do with wealth what he 
could not do in poverty. 

The same temptations that beset Americans to 
get wealth beset to reach high places of power 
and honor. “Every path of promotion is open, 
level and easily traveled. The American boy born 
on the humblest farm may aspire to the highest 
office in the gift of the American people to bestow, 
and time and again this ambition has been success- 
ful. Any fundamental reason that would justify 
the acquisition of material wealth will be just as 
powerful in justifying the acquisition of official 
power. Whatever good there is in a man is multi- 
plied as much by the station he reaches as by the 
wealth he acquires, or perhaps a little more. If it 
is in his disposition to be helpful to others he can 
gratify this good impulse a great deal better in a 
position of power than in one of obscurity. 

But with all these justifying reflections before 
us, Dr. Eliot is right in warning Se fellow-country- 
men of the dangers that beset the rich man and the 
man in powerful place. Hig reflection is not a new 
one. The old Hebrew prophet centuries ago knew 
it and said: “He who maketh haste to be rich 
shall not be innocent.” A modern prophet might 
have — “He who setteth office before his eyes 
shall hardly escape doing wrong. ; 
But the two proposition, paradoxical 
as they appear, are easily reconciled. We would 
never disceurage any young man from a desire “to 
get on in the world.” We would encourage it by 
every éxample and reason we could fur- 
nish. Nor would we ever say to the aspiring Amer- 
‘ican youth: “Crush yout ambition to hold office.”

He could point to the Philis- 
tines with their grossly corrupting religion, the 
outgrowth of their seafaring life and tommercial 
activities resulting in making them one of the rich- 
est of the very ancient peoples. He could take us 
to the beautiful columns of Corinthian architee- 
ture, with their elaborate chapiters now in ruins, 
and tell us of the luxury that grew out of wealth 
that undermined the bravery and destroyed all the 
highest aspirations of the human heart in that 
wonderful ancient people. He could take us to the 
Acropolis at Athens and point us to the Pavthenon 
and the other ruins of that most intellectual of all 
the Greek republics. He could transport us over 
the narrow seas and show us the Coliseum, the 
Forum, the Capitoline Hill, the thousand-chambered 
palace of Nero, and from these all he could draw 
the impressive lesson of the danger of wealth held 
without responsibility, used for the gratification of 
personal indulgence without any regard to the needs 
of others or without any thought of building up 
the race by means of our wealth and power. 

All these aneient peoples crumbled to decay 
through selfish indulgence in luxuries and abuse of 
political power. If our institutions are to be last- 
ing and if our race is to be the virile leadet of all 
that is noble and good in the world, it will be by 
cultivating the stern virtues that characterized the 
men who founded the republic and who first sub- 
dued the wilderness. We shall have to practice 
some of the austerity of the Puritans of New Eng- 

d and some of the chivalrous bravery of the Cav- 
al of the Old Dominion if we are not to become

Christian influence which will shape 
and form their lives after the fashion 
of our best American ideais or the con- 
sequences will be appalling. This, how- 
ever, is purely a personal, civic or 
social estimate of the situation. We, 
you and I, must regard it from a still 
higher position than that. God will 
bring those people here to this Coast 
with a purpose. Such as they are, they 
will come to us and it wil! lie within 
our power as Christian men so to pre- 
pare the way that when they arrive 


God may the more easily lead and 
guide them. 
“My brethren, we have an opportu- 


nity to help God as He is striving to 
enlighten the heart of that sordid man 
beguiled by his wealth, the ccartesan 
and the rakes degraded threugh their 
folly; or, again, the good men about 
us, for God has a meseage for them 
as well as the worldly man and e 
sot. Man everywhere, here ard 
the seas, offers us in his very nee 
and situation, opportunities to help 
God; and so, too, we may help God 
as all this vast mass of life coming 
to us in the near future is broken up 
into fresh combinations, creating, as 
the new caan! across the isthmus will, 
fresh conditions. What splendid privi- 
leges these opportunities are and are 
to be. They call into activity every in- 
telligent and moral and spiritual and 
physical power with which we have 
been endowed. This is a mans work, 
and it is the finest work thatthe great- 
eat of the great men the world over 
could undertake to accomplish. 

“We should invariably strive to look 
as God does at his great subject. The 
question that should make us active 
earnest and generous should be, 
not what will Roman Catholics and 
Methodists and Presbyterians, or the 
diocesan authorities of California or 
Olympia or Pennsylvania, of the rec- 
tor and vestry of St. Peter's or St. 
Martin's, of this or any other city, 
think of us if we do not give more for 
Missions, but what does God want us 
through the church to do. Other relies 
lous bodies and distant diocesan au- 
thorities and neighboring rectors have 
no right to comment or criticise, and if 
they had, in the nature of things their 
criticism could hardly be fair. 

“I may startle some of the laymen 
here today when I say that serving on 
vestries or diocesan committees or at- 
tending conventions or ushering in 
church does not meet the demand. 
Such admirable service helps the ec- 
Clesiastical wheels to go round, and the 
wheels must turn and somebody must 
turn them, but I have in mind that 
Godiess man who is rejoicing in his 
ten-#tory building: I am thinking of 
the young men and giris who are com- 
mitting spiritual I am 
ing into the future and the crowds of 
untutored human lives that will con- 
front us at an early day rising before 
me: I recall Jesus Christ, and I hear 
Him utter the words that force me to 
believe that the field is the world, and 
I want to say as emphatically as I 
can that ‘every man’ must help God to 
make Christian men and women out 
of these crude lives. , 

“Thirteen years ago I asked the com- 
municants of this diecese to give each 
month at least la cents to or 
ary work. The method was criticised. 
That I expected, but the critics were 
generous, and long ago it was agreed 
that upon the whole the ec heme is as 
good a one as har been suggested. 
That it has been effective will be ap- 
parent when I tell vou that during the 
first vear of my episcopate we raised 
$1800 for diocesan missions, while dur- 
ing this last year. by the method we 
have been using, we have raised nearly 
$12,900 for the same cause. 

“I want to say a few things about 
this method which makes it dear to my 
heart. It emphasizes the importance 
of every man who hae volvntartiy re- 
newed his baptismal! vows, and tes sets 


I believe to be a practical plan to the 
average man. 

“Two adverse comments are urged 
here. It is said that the standard i« too 


| high: that there are families in which 


there are several voung people who 
find the burden of such a standard too 
heavy to bear. I grant you that such 
may be the case. There may be those 
who could not contribute even so small 
a sum as the one I have named without 
much sacrifice. but I am disposed to 
believe that if the poorest man in this 
didcese were asked what he would give, 
not to heip the parish ofr the diocese 
to pay an apportionment, but to help 
on the work that God wanted to have 
done, he would volunteer to give the 
dime: I believe even more. I am satt 
fied that there are very few, admitting 
that there might be s0Mme such 
who could not give all that we ask if 
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we only approached them as God's 
mesrengers pleading in His name. In 
Mhrist's name we can always Count 
upon winning men to duty. This policy 
rarely fals 

“The other adverse comment, 
strangely enough, is that our standard 
is too low. But you will recall thar in 
every appeal for missions sent out hy 
me, the words ‘at teast’ have been in- 
serted. I have asked for at least the 
16 cents per month, assuming that

Some of 
the clergy claim that a parish com- 
posed mainiy of men of ample for- 
tune should be expected to give in 
larger proportion than a parish of an 
equal number of communicants, most 
of whom are wage-earners. I do not 
believe that any one will be found 
to question such a claim as that. It 
is perfectly fair, but is not the perish 
in one respect pretty much the same 
sort of an entity that a man is, and 
must we not treat it in the same way 
as we do the individual? 

“In apportioning the missionary 
| budget to our church congregations 
| we can apportion a definite sum to 
all upon a certain principle, but the 
congregation which includes a 
number of men of means o 
alize that a larger .obligation rests 
upon them, with their large wealth, 
than upon the impoverished flock wor- 
shiping in the small missions, scat- 
tered up and down through the dio- 
cese. That, however, is a matter for 
the parish conscience. 
convention nor the Missionary Com- 
mittee could decide upon any figure 
that would be fair or just, either to 
the congregation or to the diocese. No 
one is able to say what a rich man 
or a rich parish should give. 

“IT am anxious, as I close my ad- 
dress, to leave a thought in your mind 
which will be followed by consequences 
which will be of value to the diocese 
and the church at large. I admit that, 
since the convention held here in Los 
Angeles in March, in the interests of 
the Forward Movement, and until this 
present convention had been called, I 
have not been concerned about prom- 
ldes and figures. Pledges, to be of 
value, must be made by responsible 
parties, and no party can, with any 
certainty, say what this diocese will, 
do but this convention, and I believe 
that, to all latest and purposes, the 
same will be found to be true of other 
religious bodies as well as our own. 
I happen to know that one church in 
California, which was committed upon 
the spur of an excited moment to a 
startling pledge by an irresponsible 
member of ite congregation, had not, 
within a few days of this present time, 
secured a cent of veritable cash, nor 
a pledge of a single dollar to enable 
it to make good the promise of its un- 
authorised spokesmam At the time, 
what I felt should be the result of the 
missionary convention was that the 
laymen should be led to organise for 
a thorough canvass of the ‘taymen 
throughout the church. I wanted the 
laymen to get the é@nthusiasm of the 
Forward Movement, and then to or- 
ganize a local movement which would 
reach every man and would so reach 
every churchman in Southern Califor- 
nia that he would feel called by God 
to help Him convert the world. all 
this I have already told you, @ the 
work of organization is going on. I 
do not expect my ideal will be reached 
during this year, but we have begun 
the work, and by education and agita- 
tion we in time will reach the ideal. 
It has taken fourteen years to bring 
up the contribution for the missions 
within the diocese to $12,000. However, 
our people have mn so trained that, 
humaniy speaking, that income is as- 
sured. So ought it to be with the 
scheme which I am outlining. We 
must adopt a policy at once definite 
and simple, toward which we hal 
press with determination. We muet 
create, under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit. a proper motive for missions 
and then we must keep the subject 
as a personal religious obligation al- 
ways before our people. If we do this 
I am confident that we shail accom- 
plish our purpose. 

“What I propose is in view of what 
we have already done in this diocese 
during this last year. Within that 
time we have nearly. if not quite, 
raised the $12,000 for diocesan work.
